chusetts’’ were designed by him. 
He founded and operated upon his

with an output of a hundred vessels, among them the submarine torpedo boat 
‘Holland’? and the monitor ‘*‘Florida.’’ His nomination to the leadership of 
Tammany was, so it is reported, a complete surprise to himself, but he accepted 
the appointment without hesitation, expressing confidence in his ability to fill 
the post of ‘Great Sachem” efficiently.
